Seatbelt enforcement 
continues 

The Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment recently concluded a 3- 
week enforcement period in 
which over 250 motorists were cit¬ 
ed for failing to wear their seat- 
belts.

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‘Playboy’ brings memories 
of alligator encounters 


Wow, am I glad those dozen brave police and ani¬ 
mal control officers were able to capture the alligator 
named “Playboy” in a Van Buren Township pond I’m 
sure all the neighbors had their homes locked up 
tight, shaking in fear that they might be a victim of the 
hungiy 3 V 2 foot reptile.

The rest of us clamored off our perches to check 
the situation out. There it was, in all its glory, an alli¬ 
gator three times the size of “Playboy” checking out 
the SUV’s exhaust system. I don’t know if the gator 
was attempting to get high or finding a shady hiding 
place, but he wasn’t about to leave even though there 
were six humans understandably upset that he had 
chosen their driveway, ten feet from the entrance to 
their house, to rest his nappy self. 

Finally what seemed like after hours of pinochle 
later, the alligator decided to leave the car’s underbel¬ 
ly. What a sight it was. The gator, on all fours was al¬ 
most prancing down the public sidewalk. It was like 
he didn’t want to get his feet dirty — using the pave¬ 
ment as his own private roadway instead of the grass 
or dirt or water puddles.

Tax-crazy governor ignores constitution 


Michigan, as do a number of 
states, levies what is called a 
“Sales and Use Tax.” 

The. “Sales Tax” is applied to 
most of the merchandise sold 
within the state. The state tries to 
levy the “Use Tax” on merchan¬ 
dise purchased from out-of-state 
but “used” in Michigan. 

The problem with collecting 
the use tax is that unless the out- 
of-state seller adds the tax and re¬ 
mits it to Michigan, there is no 
mechanism to collect it 

Some out of state sellers do add 
the tax to their billings since court 
decisions have said they must if 
they are also doing business in 
the state of the buyer. This is 
called having a “nexus” in the 
state of the buyer. 

The Congress and various state 
governments are now in the 
process of setting up a mechanism 
to force out-of-state sellers (with¬ 
out a “nexus” in the state of the 
buyer) to collect the “use” tax. The 
states collecting the tax would re¬ 
mit the taxes collected to a private 
company, which would then dis¬ 
tribute the money to the various 
states participating in the “com¬ 
pact” 

There is one huge problem 
with the concept of the “Use Tax.” 
— the U.S. Constitution. Article I, 
Section 9 states, “No Tax or Duty 
shall be laid on Articles exported 
from any State. That provision in 
the Constitution was intended to 
make all the states into one “free 



trade” area 

No state would have the power 
to make products coming from 
another state more expensive by 
imposing a tax on the goods. It did 
not prohibit states from making 
their own products less competi¬ 
tive by imposing a tax on sales 
made within that state. 

Nevertheless, most (not all) 
states charge sales taxes but not at 
the same rates. Thus, with no use 
tax, consumers could make pur¬ 
chases in states with lower or no 
sales tax and save money. This 
would have the effect of hurting 
businesses back in their home 
state. 

But politicians are loath to give 
up any potential source of money 
they can use to buy the votes of the 
electorate. So instead of lowering 
or eliminating their own penalties 
on local business and consumers, 
they go to Congress to impose the 
burden on the businesses in other 
states. 

Michigan Governor John En- 
gler, who just became the leader 
of the U.S. Governors Conference, 
has made this one of their top pri¬ 
orities.

Gracins deserve

Then certain 
citizens turn around and question 
them? 

Did anyone question them 
about how much of their own 
money they had to spend towards 
that recall? Or the lawsuits they 
are facing? Or how they had to 
remortgage their house? Did any¬ 
one ask them that? Because if you 
did, you would realize that the

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Think small and reduce crime 


In Michigan, Engler is twisting 
arms to get the legislature to pass 
S.B. 433. The bill would commit 
Michigan to a state compact (to be 
approved by Congress) that would 
mandate collection of the use tax 
in all states joining the compact 

But the bill would not just facil¬ 
itate collection of the use tax; it 
would remove all caps on the 
amount (rate) of both sales and 
use taxes along with eliminating 
‘thresholds” of taxation opening 
the door for taxation of things like 
groceries now exempt from the 
tax. But what’s the problem if 
such a use tax is unconstitutional? 

The problem is that the courts 
seldom follow the Constitution 
anymore, at least its original in¬ 
tent There is different philosophy 
of constitutional “interpretation” 
often called the “living constitu- 
tioa” In essence, this philosophy 
says the original constitution is an 
outdated document that is not ap¬ 
plicable to current problems and 
can be “reinterpreted” (without 
amending it) to reach a “desirable 
result” 

Unfortunately, this philosophy 
is held by a majority of judges and 
lawyers today. Until the courts can 
be dragged (kicking and scream¬ 
ing) back to following the Constitu¬ 
tion; the immediate action re¬ 
quired is to stop S.B. 433. That 
can only be done by ordinary citi¬ 
zens expressing their outrage to 
their elected representatives in 
Lansing. 


Once again Carl Hiaasen, au¬ 
thor of the recent comic master¬ 
pieces Lucky You and Sick Puppy, 
has made my day. 

In an Aug. 1 column posted on 
the Miami Herald’s on-line edi¬ 
tion, the novelist-columnist 
reprinted excepts from the "Con¬ 
stabulary Notes” column of the 
Park County Weekly, a newspaper 
in Paradise Valley, Mont, a rela¬ 
tively peaceful spot in contrast 
with the writer’s violent home 
turf. 

“Bludgeoned daily with head¬ 
lines of senseless mayhem and 
unspeakable carnage, millions of 
urban Americans choose to spend 
their summers in quiet faraway 
places,” he wrote. “The whole 
idea is to escape, of course; to be 
able to close one’s eyes and im¬ 
merse in a world without wailing 
sirens or breathless news bul¬ 
letins.” 

Sounds like someone who has 
watched the 11 o’clock news on 
any Detroit TV station or who has 
read any Wayne County newspa¬ 
per 

But if the incidents recapped 
in “Constabulary Notes” are typi¬ 
cal, then there is a calm in the 
center of our nation’s crime storm. 

Here are some of the high¬ 
lights: 

June 7: "A woman told police 
that a transient was yelling at her 
and flipping her off.... Three offi¬ 
cers responded and told the man 
that he should leave and not re¬ 
turn to the area. He said he was 
on his way to Butte.” 

No arrest, car impoundment, 
fines, or jail time? 

June 25: "A man called the An¬ 
imal Control Officer to remove a 
male dog that was mounting his 
female dog.” 

No pitbull?

July 16: "An individual came 
into the police station to report a 
young man throwing a straw 
wrapper on the ground in the 
parking lot of McDonald’s.” 

No stickup? 

July 17: "An employee of Mon¬ 
tana Rail Link notified dispatch¬ 
ers that they had found a horse 
walking on the tracks at 6:47 am. 
and had brought it into their of¬ 
fice.” 

Instead of a Michigan Avenue 
ho’. 

July 20: "A convenience store 
reported that they had an adult 
male shoplifter. This turned out to 
be a disagreement about milk for 
coffee. The store didn’t have any 
cream, so the customer opened 
some up from the dairy case and 
didn’t want to pay.... The matter 
was settled in the presence of the 
officer” 

No security officers to jump the 
peip? 

July 22:' An anonymous caller 
reported that about 4 p.m., three 
large men were smoking and 
drinking on the roof of the porch 
of a house on East Lewis and they 
had mooned a passing car An offi¬ 
cer warned the men about their 
antics.”

July 1: ' 'A drunk at a Gardiner 
bar was cursing the cowboys at 
1:58 a.m. He was told to knock it 
off.”

July 18: "Two juveniles were at¬ 
tempting to steal beer out of a 
West Park Street convenience 
store at 17 minutes after midnight 
The clerk yelled at them, and they 
brought back the beer” 

Hiaasen couldn’t figure out 
what was more “mind-boggling” 
— a convenience store clerk who 
would raise his voice to a couple 
of thieves or thieves who would 
follow the clerk’s orders. 

For me, the mind-boggler is try¬ 
ing to Figure how to bring about “a 
world without wailing sirens or 
breathless news bulletins.” 

According to Hiaasen, “It’s not 
that the rules are different; the at¬ 
titude is.” 

Both the attitude of the Mon¬ 
tana citizens, who are more law- 
abiding (excepting the Un- 
abomber and the Free Men, of 
course), and the attitude of the po¬ 
lice, who are more laid back. 

I bring this up in hopes that we 
can learn from them. 

Following Montanans, Wayne 
County residents can restrain our 
own dark tendencies. But for this 
to happen, Wayne County police 
departments have to recognize 
that peace is created in Montana 
by free citizens behaving civilly. 

It’s not created by a wasps nest 
of stinging laws masked by expen¬ 
sive public relations campaigns. 

If Wayne County communities 
could invest the same money into 
creating a civilized society (based 
on families, neighborhoods, and 
small institutions) as they put into 
public relations gimmicks, “zero 
tolerance” law enforcement and 
the bullish prison industry, then 
we wouldn’t have to travel out of 
the mainstream to avoid the wail¬ 
ing sirens.

ed a one-under-par 71 for a 36- 
hole total of 145 to capture the 
2001 City Championship Golf cov¬ 
eted medalist honors by a five 
stroke margin. 

McBeth’s closest competition 
came from Canton Township’s 
John Gabossi, who was runner-up 
for the field and won his first “city 
title” thanks to a two-day total of 
150(77-73). 

“Sky deserved the champi¬ 
onship by shooting the tourna¬ 
ment’s low both days,” said Jeff 
Rutter, tournament director. “It’s 
rare to see a golfer come out of 
nowhere and suddenly take on the 
giants of this tournament and cut 


them down. 

“He deserves a lot of recogni¬ 
tion for this victory.” 

Gabossi never got closer than 
three strokes from the champion 
in the first round, but he played 
exceptional golf the second day, 
carding a 73 and shaving four 
strokes off of his first-day score of 
77 to keep the outcome of the 
meet in doubt 

The heat was not a factor in the 
2001 tournament, according to 
Rutter. 

“It hit 90 both days but on Sat¬ 
urday there was a breeze to ac¬ 
company a clear sky,” Rutter not¬ 
ed. “We got better scores from the 


field on Sunday, even though it 
was more humid and a hotter day. 

Mark Morton, a four-time 
champion, who has never played 
at the new Gateway, overcame a 
first round 78 to post a 73 in the fi¬ 
nal round on Sunday. His 152 total 
gave him third place overall for 
the second consecutive year. 

Morton’s 152, however, sealed 
the City of Westland’s title for him. 
He recaptured^the city crown 
from defending champion, Chris 
Tompkins, who was not a factor in 
this year’s tournament. Tomp¬ 
kins’s 83-79-162 was good for third 
place in the Westland Division.
